His Cap is alſo the ſame as that of a Duke, &c. but his 
Coronet differs from all; that of a Duke having only Leaves 
that of a Marquis, Leaves and Pearls of equal Height; that 
of an Earl, the Pearls much higher than the Leaves; and this 
has only Pearls ſet cloſe together on the Chaplet or Rim : 
The Surcoat and Mantle, which they wear at the Coronation 
of a King or Queen, are of Crimſon Velvet, lined with white 
Taffeta, and doubled from the Neck to below the Elbow with 
A et, Ermine: 
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Erminez But the Robe of a Viſcount differs from that of a 
Duke, Marquis, and Earl ; the Duke having four Rows of 
Spots, the Marquis three and an half, the Earl three, and 
the Viſcount but two'and an half, 

Viſcounts (whoſe Honour is hereditary) being writ to, 
are ſtiled Right Honourable and Truly Noble or Potent Lords; 
but by the King (or Queen) they are uſually tiled, Our 
Right Truſty and Well- beloved Couſins; and, when of the 
Privy-Council, then with the Addition of Counſellors, 

Of this Degree, we have in England twelve, whoſe Titles 
and Dignities, (Deſcents, Marriages, Iſſue, Poſts, Arms, 
and Seats) here follow, according to the Seniority of their 
Creatjon.

"Tregoze, in Right of his Mother, the ſaid Margaret; 
which Lordſhip came to the Beauchamps, through the Ba- 
ronies of Ewyas, Tregoze, Grandiſon, and Pateſhall. 

The aforeſaid Sir OLIVER, who died at Fontarabia in 
Spain, marrie4 Elizabeth, Daughter to Henry Lord Scroop 
of Bolton, and by her had John, his He r, and three Daugh- 
ters; of which, Elizabeth was married firſt to Gerald Fitz- 
Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and ſecondly to Sir John Wallop,

OHN, who ſucceeded his Father, married Jane, Daugh- 
ter and Heir of Sir John Ewarby, Kt, by Catherine, ſecond 
Daughter and Coheir of Sir Hugh Annefley of Maple. 
Durham in Oxfordſhire, Anceſtor of the Earl of Angleſea, 
and by her had two Sons, Jonx and Oliver; of which, 
the elceſt enjoyed his Patrimony at Lydiard ; and he mar- 
rying Margaret, Daughter to Sir Richard Carew of Bed. 
dington in Surry, Kt, by her had three Sons, Nicholas, 
William, and John. . 

N1icaoLaAs, who ſucceeded, married Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Richard Blount of Maple-Durham in the C. of 
Oxford, and by her had two Sons, John and Oliver, and 
five Daughters; whereof, Catherine was married to 
Webb of Redborne in Wilts, Eſq; Eleanor, to Sir Thomas

BISHOPS 


() F this Dignity (whoſe Name comes from the Saxon 
Word Biſcoep, and ſignifies Superintendant, or 
Overſeer) we have ,in England twenty-fix, whereof, two 
(viz. Canterbury and York) are tiled Archbiſhops, and 
have the Government of all the Churches of England, the 
other Biſhops being their Suffragans. 

The Archbiſhop of Canterbury has Power to ſummon the 
Archbiſhop of York, with the Biſhops of his Province, to 
a National Synod or Convocation ; and, next to the Royal

The Lord 
Percy, called Sir Henry Hotſpur, was ſlain, and the Fai 
of Worceſter was taken and beheaded, as befyre-mentioneq, 
The Earl of Northumberland, who, by Indiſpoſition, 
had been kept from joining his Brother and Son, upon Af. 
ſurances of Mercy, diſmiſſed his Forces, and attended the 
King at Vork, Who pardoned him his Life, but deprived 
him of his Honours and Eſtate for the preſent, and kept 
Him Priſoner till the Ferment was over, yet afterwards te. 
ſtored him to his Honours and Lands: But the Loſs of his 
Son, and finding himſelf much lighted by the King, {6 
enraged him, that he took the Advantage of the Diſcon- 
tents of Thomas Mowbray, Earl-Marſhal, and Richard 
Serope, Archbiſhop of York, and joined with them in their 
Rebellion.

Command, and the Want of his Service was very fatal tothe

{13th Earl-] JosceLINE, the 11th, Earl of Northum- 
berland, who was deſigned by his Father to marry the Lady 
Audry, eldeſt Daughter and Coheir to Thomas Earl of 
Southampton, by his ſecond Wife Elizabeth, Daughter and 
Coheir of Francis Leigh, Earl of Chicheſter ; but, ſhe dy- 
ing, be married the Lady Elizabeth, the youngeſt Daugh- 
ter : Whereupon he was conſtituted in his Place Lord 
Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the C. of Southamp- 
ton. On the Death of his Father, he was made Lord 
Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the C. of Suſſex, and 
alſo Lord Lieutenant of the C. of- Northumberland : But, 
travelling with his Counteſs into France and Italy, he died 
at Turin, May 21, 1670, and was interred at Petworth, 
His Lady afterwards married Ralph Duke of Montagu. 
He had Iſſue an only Son, Henry, who died an Infant, and 
two Daughters, Elizabeth, who was four Years old at his 
Deceaſe, and Henrietta, who died ſoon after Baptiſm, Up- 
on his Death, the Title of Earl of Northumberland became 
extinct.

The Title of Baroneſs Percy devolved on the beforemen- 
tioned EL1ZABETH, only Daughter and Heir of the ſaid 
Joſceline» Her Ladyſhip was married, the latter End of 
1679, to Henry Cavendiſh, Earl of Ogle, only Son and Heir 
to Henry Duke of Newcaſtle; and, by Agreement before 
Marriage, his Lordſhip bore the Name and Arms of Percy 
but he died Nov. 1, 1680, and left her a Virgin-Widow, 
and very young. She was ſecondly claimed in Marriage by 
Thomas Thynne of Long-Leat in the County of Wilts, 
Eſq; who was on that Account murdered by the Contri- 
vance of Count Coningſmark, Feb. 12, 1681. On the 
goth of May, 1630, ſhe was married to Charles Seymour, 
Duke of Somerſet, both being under Age; and by Articles 
before Marriage, his Grace was to take the Name and bear 
the Arms of Percy: But, when her Grace came of Age, 
ſhe releaſed him from that Agreement. He had Iſſue three 
Sons, and four Daughters, who lived to Maturity, viz, 
I, ALGERNON, Who, on the Death of his Mother, in 
Nov. 23, 1722, ſucceeded to the Baronies of Percy, Lucy, 
Poynings, Fitz-Pain, Brian, and Latimer; and, being 
ſummoned by Writ to the Houſe of Peers, took his Seat 
there as Lord Percy; 2.

at Bradock, Saltaſh, Launceſton, and Stratton; and laying 
Siege to Exeter, not only reduced it to the King's Obedi- 
dience, but moſt valiantly repulſed their Fleet then at Top- 
ſham, under the Command of Robert Earl of Warwick, 
and taking three of their Ships in that Harbour, was there- 
upon made Governor of that City, and General of his 
Majeſty's Forces in the C. of Devon. 

In 1658 he was created Lord Berkeley of Stratton, and

1. Of the Lord High Steward of England. 


HE Lord High Steward, called by our Common 

, Lawyers Magnus Angliz Seneſchallus, is the firſt 

Great Officer of the Crown, and, as it were, the 

King's Lord Lieutenant, whoſe Power, much like that of 

the ancient Mayors of the Palace of France, was ſo great 

and exorbitant, that it was thought fit at laſt to truſt it no 
longer in the Hands of any Subject. 

Henry of Bolingbroke, Son of John of Gaunt, Duke of 
Lancaſter, and afterwards King of England, by the name 
of Henry 4, was the laſt that had a State of Inheritance 
in this Office, which was in the fourteenth Year of his 
Age. 

Since that time, there has been no Lord High Steward 
made, but only to officiate pro hae vice, either at a Corona- 
tion, or for the Arraignment of a Peer or Peereis for a 
Capital Crime, 

At a Coronation he ſitteth judicially, and keeps his Court 
at the King's Palace at Weſtminſter, where he receives 
the Bills and Petitions of all Noblemen and others, who, 
by-reaſon of their Tenure, or otherwiſe, claim to do Ser- 
vices at the King's Coronation, and to receive the accuſ- 
tomed Fee, 

In the ſolemn Proceſſion upon the Coronation-Day, be 


matches immediately before the King, bearing in his _ d 
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& Edward's Crown; which Office his Grace the Duke of 
Grafton performed at the Coronation of King George x, 
and the Duke of Dorſet at that of King George 2.

In Caſe of a Trial of a Peer or Peereſs for a Capital

2, Lord High Chancellor of England, 


The Lord High Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal, is always Speaker of the Houſe of Lords, which is . 
the higheſt Office in England, that any Layman is capable _ 
of (when there is no Lord High Steward); he being Chief 
of all Magiſtracies in the Kingdom in Civil Affairs, after 
the King and Princes of che Blood, as the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury is in Matters Eecleſiaſtical. He preſides over 
the Court of Chancery or Equity, and is to give his Judg- . 
ment according to Conſcience, Equity, and Reaſon, and not 
cording to the Rigour of the Common Law, as other Civil 
Courts do, All Patents, Warrants, and Commiſſions, 
coming from the King, are peruſed by him, . 

By Virtue of his High Office, he is one of the Privy- 
Council, and hath the Gift of all the Eccleſiaſtical Bene. 
fices in the Crown under 201; per Annum in the King's 
Books; and, for this and other Cauſes, he was ever, till 
of late Years, a Clergyman. The Right Hon. the Lord 
Cimden, is the preſent Lord Chancellor, and his Salary is 
70091, per Ann,

The Lord High Treafurer has under his Charge and Ce- 
vernment all the King's Revenue, kept in the Exchequer 
as alſo the Checque of all Officers, any Way employed * 
collecting Impoſts, Cuſtoms, Tributes, or other Revenues 
belonging to the Crown. 

He hath likewiſe the Nomination of the Eſcheators in 
every County, and lets Leaſes of all the Lands belonging 

to the Crown; and in his Gift are all the Cuſtomers, Comp- 
tro)lers and Searchers, in all the Ports of England. 

This Office was formerly conferred by the Delivery of 
the Golden Keys of the Treaſury, and now by the Deli- 
very of a white Staff to him by the King, It is at pre- 
ſent in Commiſſion, and his Grace the Duke of Grafton, 
Right Hon. Lord North, George Onſlow, Charles Jenkin- 
fon, and Jeremiah Dyſon, Eſq; are the preſent Commiſſioners, 
and the Right Hon, Lord North, is alſo Chancellor and 
Under Treaſurer of the Exchequer, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer hath the Cuſtody of 
Exchequer Seal, and Superintendency over the Lord Trea- 
ſurer's Rolls; and the Offices of Comptroller of the Pipe, 
Clerk of the Pleas, and Clerk of the Nichils, are in his 
Gift; and, as Under-Treaſurer, he has the Gift of the tuo 
Appraiſers of the Court.

6. Lord Great Chamberlain of England. 


At the Coronation of every King or Queen, he claims 

forty Ells of Crimſon Velvet for his own Robes ; and on 
the Coronation-Day, before the King riſes, he brings his 
Shirt, Coif,, and Wearing-Clothes ; and, after the King is 
dreſſed by him, he claims his Bed, with the Furniture of 
his Bedchamber, and all the King's Night-Apparel, for his 
Fees, 
On the Day of Coronation, he carries. the Gloves and 
Linen to be uſed by the King upon that Occaſion ; as alſo 
the Sword, the Gold to be offered by the King, and the 
Robe Royal, and Crown; and in the Proceſſion he marches 
with his Coronet, and a white Staff in his Hand, He like- 
wiſe undrefF s and attires the King with his Robes, and ſerves 
bim that Day, before and after Dinner, with Water to waſh 
his Hands, and has the Baſon and Towel for his Fees. 

To this Great Officer belongs the Care of providing all

7. Lord High Conftable of Englan], 
His Power and Juriſdiftion was anciently ſo eminent, 


that, after the Death of Edward Bagot, (or Stafford) Duke 
of Buckingham, Anno 1521, it was thought an Office too 


great for any Subject; ſo that there has been no High Con- 


ftable ſince; except upon a ſolemn Trial of Combat, as that 
which wes intended between Rey and Ramſey, in the 
Vear 1631, when Robert Earl of Lindfey was made High 
Conſtable; or upon a Coronation, when there is created a 


Lord High Conſtable for the Day, as was the Duke of 


Montagu at the Coronation of King George 1, the Duke 
of Richmond at that of King George 2, and the Duke of 
Bedford at that of King George 3.

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3. Farl Marſhal of England, 


The Ear] Marſhal takes cognizance (as the Lord High 
Conſtable did) of all Matters of War and Arms, wherein 
he is commonly guided by the Civil Law, 

With the Aſſiſtance of the Kings of Arms and Heralds, 
he marſhals and orders the Froclamation and Coronation of 
our Kings, their Marriages, Funerals, Cavalcades, Royal 
Interviews, Feaſts, &c, and alſo when Peace or War is pro- 
claimed, He therefore keeps a Court of Chivalry in the 
Common Hall of the College of Heralds, London, where 
they fit as his Council and Aſſiſtants, intheir rich Coats and 
his Majeſty's Arms, being all the King's Servants in ordi- 
narv ; and, when any Diſpute ariſes concerning Deſcents, 
pedigrees, Eſcutcheons, &c. he is the Judge to determine 
them, 

In the Heralds Office are alſo kept Records of the Coats 
of Arms of all the Families and Names in England, when 
granted, and upon what Occaſion ; fo that, whoever deſires 
a Coat, he muſt firſt apply himſelf to the Earl Marſhal, by 
Petition, with a Certificate annexed, as to his being quali- 
fied for itz which being approved of by the Ear! Marſhal, 
he ſends an Order to Garter King of Arms, and another of 
the Kings of Arms, being of that Province where the Pe- 
titioner reſides, to deviſe Arms for him, and prepare him a 
Gran:, with the Coat blazoned in Colours in the Margin 
thereof; and this Grant expreſly forbids any other, at their 
Peril, to bear the ſame Coat. 


At the Coronation of a King or Queen, the Earl Marſhal 


appears in his Robes, with his Coronet in his Hand, and 


Staff, which is of Gold, ennamelled black at both Ends, 
with the King's Arms at the Upper End, and his own at 
the lower,

The Lord High Admiral has the Management of all Ma- 
ritime Affairs, and the Government of the Royal Na 
with Power to decide all Maritime Caſes, both C;.41 and 
Criminal, He judges of all Things done upon or beyond 
the Sea, in any Part of the World, all Things done upon 
the Sea-Coaſts, in ail Ports and Havens, and upon all Rivers 
be low the firſt Bridge next the Sea, By him Vice- Admi. 
rals, Rear- Admirals, and all Sca- Captains are commiſſioned, 
all Deputies for particular Coaſts, and Coroners to view dead 
Bodies found on the Coaſts, or at Sea, 

He alſo appoints Judges for his Court of Admiralty, and 
may impriſon, releaſe, &c. and hath ſometimes a Commiſſion 
to beſtow Knighthood on ſuch as ſhall deſerve it at Sea. 

To the Lord High Admiral belong, by Law and Cuſtom, 
all Penalties and Amercements of all Tranſgreſſors at Sca, on 
the Sea-ſhore, in' Ports, Havens, &c. the Goods of all 
Pirates, or Felons condemned or out lawed by a Court of 
Admiralty, Sea Wrecks, all Goods lying in the Sea on 
Ground, Goods floating on the Sea, or caſt on the Shore, 
not granted to Lords of Manors adjoining to the Sea, anda 
Share of all lawful Prizes, Alſo all great Fiſhes, as Sea- 
Hogs, and others of extraordinary Bigneſs, commonly called 
Royal Fiſhes, exc:pt Whales and Sturgeons. 

In ſhort, this is ſo great an Office, in point of Truſt, 
Honour and Profit, that it has uſually been given to Princes 
of the Blood, or the moſt eminent Perſons among the No- 
bility; bur it is now in Commiſſion amongſt ſeven, who 
have each 1000 l. per Annum, including the Right Hon, 
Sir Edward Hawke, firſt Commiſſioner, whoſe Salary is 
3000 l. per Annum, 


Of the Privy-Council, 


This Noble, Honourable, and Reverend Aſſembly, called 
the Privy-Council, is a Court of great Antiquity and Ho- 
nour, and is generally compoſed of the moſt eminent Perſons 
in the Kingdom, fit to adviſe the King upon ail r 
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Ses; and upon their Wiſdom, Vigilance, Courage, and 


Integrity, depend, in a great meaſure, the Honour and Wel- 
fare of his Majeſty's Dominions in all Parts of the World, 
they being, by their Oath, according to their Power, truly, 
juſtly, and equitably, to adviſe his Majeſty in all Matters 
to be treated of in Council, and to keep them ſecret, 

By the Advice and Conſent of the Privy-Council, the 
King iſſues Proclamations, and Declarations, for War or 
peace; and out of their Number he has a ſele& Council, 
commonly called the Cabinet Council, with whom his Ma- 
jeſiy determines ſuch Affairs, as are moſt important, and re- 
quire the utmoſt Secrecy, , Here all great Officers of State, 
and Governors of Plantations, are ſworn, Sheriffs declared, 
and other Officers for publick Governments ; and, though 2 
Priyy-Counſellor is but a Gentleman, it is made Felony by 
Act of Parliament to attempt his Life, 


Secretaries of State, 


Till the Reign of King Henry VIII, there was but one 
Secretary of State, when that Prince thought fit to have this 
Office diſcharged by two Perſons of equal Power and Autho- 
rity, and both called Principal Secretaries of State; and, fince 
the Union of the two Kingdoms, there is a third added, whe 
is likewiſe ſtiled Principal, and with the two former attends 
daily upon the Sovereign, as Occafion requires, 

The two former have Europe divided between them into 
different Provinces, the one called the Southern, which in- 
cludes France, Spain, Italy, Portugal, Turkey, Ireland, &c. 
and the Northern contains the reſt of Europe (except Scot- 
land) as the Low-Countries, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Poland, and Muſcoyy, Theſe Officers ſend Directions to, 
and receive Advices from all the Miniſters abroad, in their 
ſcveral Provinces ; and direct every Thing at Home, be it 
for the Church, Crown, Army, Militia, Private Grants, 
Pardons, Diſpenſations, &c, and Petitions to the Sovereign, 
and Memorials from Foreign Miniſters are by them received, 
anſwered, and diſpatched, according to the King's Com- 


mand, 
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They have likewiſe the Cuſtody of the Signet, which iz 
kept in the Signet Office, wherein are four Clerks employed 
Who prepare ſuch Things as are to paſs the Signet, in order 
to the Privy or Great Seal; for all Grants, ſigned by the 
King, are returned hither, and, when tranſcribed, are carried 
to one of the Principal Secretaries of State, and ſealed, and 
then it is called a'Signet, which, being directed to the Lord 

Privy Sea), is bis Warrant, &c. 

The Paper-Office depends alſo on the Secretaries of State, 
the Keeper whereof has in his Charge all the publick Pa.

It is a Repoſitory for the Regalia, where are kept the ſe- 
reral Crowns, Scepters, and other Enſigns of Royalty of 
this Kingdom; the Imperial Crown, with which all the 
Kings and Queens of this Nation have been crowned ſince 
Eluard the Confeſſor, Anno 1042. 


The Royal Sceptre with the Croſs on the Top, of great 


Antiquity, and in which is a Jewel of ineſtimable Value, is 
held by the Kings or Queens in their right Hand, as is the 
Globe in their left, at the Coronation, 


The Diadems which Queen Mary and Queen Anne wore | 


in their Proceſſion, the rich Crown of State, which the 
Kings and Queens wear on their Throne in Parliament, 
when they paſs the ſeveral Acts; in which Crown is an 
Emerald ſeven Inches in Circumference, a Pearl owned 
by all Nations to be the fineſt in the World, and a Ruby 
of extraordinary Value.

The Commiſſioners for managing this Office are extraor- 
dinary and ordinary; the former are the Great Officers of 
the Kingdom, ſuch as the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, 
Lord Preſident of the Council, Lord Keeper of the Privy 
Seal, Lord High Treaſurer, or Firſt Commiſſioner of the 
Treaſury, Lord High Admiral, or Firſt Commiſſioner of 
the Admiralty, the Secretaries of State, and Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, which are called extraordinary Commiſſio- 
ners, and have a Clerk to fit at the Board upon extraordinary 
Occaſions, but have no Salaries as Commiſſioners of Trade; 
the ordinary Commiſſioners, are eight in Number, (and chief. 
ly Members of the Houſe of Commons, except one, who 
is always a Peer, and generally called Head of the Board) 
have each a Salary of 1co0], per Annum, only the Head 
of the Board has 15001. per Annum, 

The Buſineſs of this Board is to enquire into the State of 
the Trade of Great Britain, at home and abroad ; but more 
particularly to take Care of our Plantations in America, 
which is made Part of their Province, and to ptovide for 
the Employment of the Poor, and revive the Fiſhery, 

They are likewiſe to reviſe all the Laws paſſed by the 
Aſſembly in the Plantations, and to prepare the Commiſ- 
ſions and Infiructions of all Governors, Deputy Governors, 
and Secretaries going abroad ; they alſo look out for proper 
Perſons to fill theſe ſeveral Offices, and recommend them

The Lords Lieutenants of Counties are Officers of great 
Diſtinction, appointed by the King for managing the Stand- 
ing Militia in the Country, 

They are generally of the principal Nobility, and thoſe of 
the beſt Intereſt in the County. They are to form the 
Militia, in Caſe of a Rebellion, &c, and march at the Head 
of them, as the King ſhall direct. ' 

They have the Power of commiſſioning Colonels, Majors, 
Captains and Subaltern Officers: Alſo to preſentthe King with 
the Names of Deputy Lieutenants, whom he is to ſelect 
from the beſt Gentry in the County, to act in his Abſence, 
Subſervient to the Lord Lieutenant, and Deputy Lieutenants, * 
are the Juſtices of the Peace, who, according to the Orders 
they receive from them, are to iſſue out Warraats to the High 
and Petty Conſtables, &c, for Military Service. 


Chancellors of the Univerſities of Oxford and Cambridge, 


The Chancellor of Oxford is uſually one of the Prime 
Nobility, and neareſt in Favour with the Sovereign Prince,

tinue during Life; whoſe Office is to take Cre of the Co. 
ernment of the whole Univerſity, to maintain the Liberties 
end Privileges thereof, to call Aſſemblies, to hear and de- 
termine: Controverſies, to call Courts, to puniſh Delin. 
quents, &c. 
The Earl of Litchfield is the preſent Chancellor; and 
the Duke of Grafton is Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, being elected after the ſame Manner, 


Thus having given an Account of the Nobility, and the 
Great Officers at Court, &c, we come now to the ſeveral 
Orders of Enighthood ; and firſt, of the Moſt Noble Order 
vi the Garter, 
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J Account of the KnicuTs of the Moft Noble 
Order of the GAR TER; with a Lift of the 
Names of all thoſe who have been dignified with . 
the ſaid Ox DER, from the Time of its firfl 
Inftitution, to the Year 1760.

HIS Moſt Noble and Illuſtrious Order {if we con» 

ſider either its Antiquity, or the Nobleneſs of the Per- 
ſonages that have been enrolled therein) excels and outvies 
all other Inſtitutions of Honour in the whole World, and 
owes its Original to the great Hero of that Age, Edw, 
who conquered France and Scotland, and brought their 
Kings Priſoners to England. 

It began in 1350, the 24th of his Reign, viz. 129 Years 
before the Foundation of the Order of St. Michael, by 
Lewis 9, King of France, 1469; 80 Years before the In- 
ſtitution of the Order of the Golden Fleece, by Philip a, 
the ſecond Duke of Burgundy, 1430; and 190 befcre King 
James 5 of Scotland reſtored the Order of St. Andrew, or 
the Thiſtle; and 209 Years before the Order of the Ele- 
phant was inſtituted in Denmark, 

King Edward, upon a View of recovering of France, 
(which deſcended to him by Right of his Mother) made 
it his Buſineſs to draw the beſt Soldiers in Europe into his 
Intereſt, and thereupon projecting and ſetting up King Ar- 
thur's Round Table, he proclaimed a ſolemn Tilting, to in- 
te Foreigners of Quality and Courage to the Exerciſe, 


% 
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The Place for the Solemnity being fixed at Windſor, he 
upon New-Year's Day, in 1344, publiſhed his Royal Let. 
ters. of Protection for the ſafe Coming and Return of ſuch 
foreign Knights as had a mind to venture their Reputation 
at thoſe Juſts and Tournaments, which were to be held 
on the -zgth-of June enſuing. "COR 
© Moreover, he provided a great Supper, to begin the $0. 
Jemnity ; and then ordaining this Feaſt to be annually kept 
at Whitſuntide, he for that Purpoſe erected a particular 
Building in the Caftle, wherein he placed a round Table of 
200 Feet Diameter, in Imitation of King Arthur's at 
Wincheſter ; and thereat entertained the Knights, at his 
own Expence of 1ool. per Week. 
This mighty and invincible Prince Edward, being endow- 
ed with great Piety, commended himſelf and his Compa« 
nions to the Protection of St. George of Cappadocia ; whoſe 
Parents being Chriftians, afforded him the Advantage of 
being educated in that Religion; and he taking upon him 
the Profeſſion of a Soldier, was made a Tribune or Colonel 
(in Paleſtine, his Mother's-Country) in which Poſt he be- 
having himſelf with great Courage and Conduct, he was 
preferred to higher Stations in the Army, by the Emperor 
Diocletian; but the ſaid George afterwards complaining of 
the ſaid Emperor for his Severities againſt the Chriſtians, 
and arguing in their Defence, he was thereupon impriſoned 
and cruelly treated; and the Emperor perceiving his Con- 
Rancy to the Chriſtians was not to be ſhaken, he was on 
the 23d of April, Anno 290, drawn through the City and 
beheaded; and thus he received the Crown of Martyrdom. 
And that his Memory might fill be continved, King Ed- 
ward gave his Companions, for Part of their daily Habit, 
the Image of the ſaid Saint, (fitting on Horſeback, encoun- 
ering a.Dragon with a Tilting Spear) appendant to a Blue 
Ribbon, continually to be worn about their Necks. 
In 1347, the ſaid King ifſuing out his Garter for the Sig- 
nal of a Battle that was crowned with Succeſs (which is ſup- 
poſed to be the Battle of Creſſy) where he took John the 
French King Priſoner, and brought him to England; a 
which Time he bad alſo Priſoner David King of Scots, © 
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pefore- mentioned; and Edward, his Son, the Black Prince, 


expelling the Rebels of Caſtile, and enthroning Don Pedro, 
their lawful King; he, upon theſe mighty and glorious 
Exploits, inſtituted this Order, giving the Garter Pre-emi- 
nence among its Enfigns, whence the ſelect Number, whom 
he incorporated into a Fraternity, were ftiled, Equites Au- 
rex Periſcelidis, viz. Knights of the Golden Garter, and 
the Habit and Enfigns of the Order, together with the 
Forms of Inveſtiture, are as follow, viz, 

\ Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, Hood, George, Collar, Cap, 
and Feather; the four firſt whereof were affigned by the 
Founder, and the reſt by King Henry 8. And all theſe 
together are called the whole Habit or Enſigns of the Or- 
der, which we ſhall treat of ſuccinctly, beginning with the 
'Garter, . 5 ; : 

The Royal Garter, which as aforeſaid, challengeth the 
Pre-eminence, by reaſon the noble Order from thence is 
denominated, is the firſt Part of the Habit preſented to fo- 
reign Princes and abſent Knights, who, and all other Knights 
elect, are therewith firſt adorned; and is of ſo great Honour 
and Grandeur, that, by the bare Inveſtiture with this Noble 
Enſign, the Knights are eſteemed Companions of the greateſt 
military Order in the World, | 
This Noble Enfign, the Garter, which is worn on th 


left Leg, between the Knee and Calf, was ſo inftituted by 


the Founder at the Erection of the Order; and was to put 
the Companions an mind, That, as by their Order they were 
joined in a firm League of Amity and Concord; ſo by their 
Garter, as by a faſt Tie of Affection, they were obliged to 
love one another, 

He alſo cauſed to be enamelled on it this Motto, Honi 
foit qui mal y penſe, ſignifying that the Magnanimity and 
Bravery of thoſe Knights, whom he had elected into this 
Order, were ſuch as would impower and enable them to 
maintain the-Quarrel againſt all who thought ill of it, 

The Materials whereof the Garter was compoſed for 
King Charles 2, were Blue Velvet, bordered with fine 
'Gold Wire, the Letters of the Motto, and Stops, Roſe and 
Table Diamonds, (the whole containing 250) and the _— 
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of the Buckle was pure Gold, whereon was the Sovereign'y 
Picture to the Breaſt, crowned with a Laurel (the Military 
Garb of the firſt Roman Emperors) and on the Backſide of 
the Pendant, which was alſv of Gold, was engraved St. 
- George on Horſeback, encountering the Dragon, as in the Cut. 
When the Sovereign deſigns to elect a Companion into 
this moſt Nluſtrious Order, the Chancellor belonging to the 
ſaid Order draws up the Letters, which, paſſing both under 
the Sovereign's Sign Manual, and the Signet of the Order, 
are ſent to the Perſon by Garter Principal King of Arms, 
and are to this Effect: ; 


© We, with the Companions of our Moſt Noble Order of 
the Garter, aſſembled in Chapter holden this preſent Day, 
© at our Caftle at Windſor, confidering the virtuous Fide- 
© lity you have ſhewn, and the honourable Exploits you 
© have done in our Service, by vindicating and maintaining 
© our juſt Right, &c. have elected and choſen you one of 
© the Companions of our Order. Therefore we require you 
© to make your ſpeedy Repair unto us, to receive the 
© Enſigns thereof, and be ready for your Inſtallation upon

The Garter, which (as aforeſaid) is of blue Velvet, bor. 
dered with fine Gold Wire, having eommonly the Letters 
of the Motto of the ſame) is buckled upon the Leg at the 

Time of the Election, w:th this Ceremony

of the Bleſſed Martyr St. George, tie about thy Leg, for 

© thy Renown, this Noble Garter z wear it as the Symbol

The Princely Garter being thus buckled on, and the 


Words of its Signification pronounced, the elect Ro 
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brought before the Sovereign, who puts about his Neck a 
Sky-coloured Ribbon, whereunto is appendant, (wrought 
in Gold, within the Garter) the Image of St. George ori 


Horſeback, with his drawn Sword, encountering with the 
Dragon, the Admonition being thus : . . 


© Wear this Ribbon about thy Neck, adorned with the 
© Image of the Bleſſed Martyr-and Soldier of Chriſt, St. 
© George, by -whoſe Imitation provoked, thou may'ſt ſo 
« overpaſs both proſperous and adverſe Adventures, that, 
© having ſtoutly vanquiſhed thy Enemies, both of Body 
and Soul, thou may'ſt not only receive the Praiſe of this 


© tranſient Combat, but be crowned with the Palm of eter- 
© nal Victory.“ 


Having thus far ſpoken of the Garter and George, where- 
with a Knight Companion is adorned at the Time of his 
Flection, we ſhall deſcribe the Remains of his Habit, to- 
gether with bis Inſtallation, which is always performed at 
the Caſtle of Windſor, 

His Stockings and Breeches (being the ſame) are of Pearl- 
coloured Silk, and called Pantaloons. On the Outſide of 
the right Knee, is fixed a Knot of open Silver Lace and 
Ribbons intermixed, in Form of a large Roſe, and a little 
below the Knee is placed the Garter. His Shoes, which are 
of white Shamoy, with red Heels, have each a Knot (as 
the former) on the exterior Side, His Doublet is Cloth of 
Silver, adorned before and behind, and down the Sleeves, 
with ſeveral Guerds, or Rows of open Silver Lace, each 
Lace having a Row of ſmall Buttons ſet down the Middle. 

The Cufts are open, and adorned with the aforementioned 
Lace and Ribbons ſet in ſmall Loops, At the Bottom of 
the upper Seam of each Cuff, is fixed a Knot of Silver Rib- 
dons that fall over his Gloves, which are of Kid, laced at 
the Top with Silver, and 2Jorned at the Opening with a 
Knot, as that on the Cuff, Then his Trowſers, which 
are of Tiſſue, the ſame of his Doublet, and adorned with 
two Rows or Bars of Lace and Ribbons, as before · mention- 
ed, intermixed and ſet at a ſmall Diftance, that the Ground 


appears 
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appears between them, being buckled round his Waift, as 
in Form of a Pair of puffed Breeches, reaching to the Mia: 
dle of his Thighs (as in the Cut,) And in this Habit 
(having a Blue Rippon ſpread over the left Shoulder, and 
brought under the right. Arm, with the George appen- 
dant) he proceeds from his Lodgings in the Caſtle, to the 
Chapter- Houſe,, where diſrobing himſelf of his upper Gar. 
ment, he is inveſted with a Surcoat of Crimſon Velvet, 
lined with white Taffata, during which Time the Admoni- 
tion is given him as follows: 


Take this Robe of Crimſon, to the Inereaſe of your 
Honour, and in Token or Sign of the Moſt Nohle Order 
© you have received, Where with you being defended, may 
© be bold, not only firong to fight, but alſo to offer your. 
© ſelf to ſhed your Blood, for Chriſt's Faith, the Liberties 
© of the Church, and the juſt and neceſſary Defence of 
© them that are oppreſſed and needy. . 


After this, his Sword is cloſe girt about him over his Sur» 
coat, with a Belt the ſame as the Coat, and then bearing his 
Cap in his Hand, which is of Black Velvet, adorned with a 
Diamond Band, and a Plume of white Feathers, with a 
Heron Sprig in the Middle, he proceeds to his Inſtallation in 
St, George's Chapel, being conducted between two Knights 
Companions of the Order, to the Seat below his Stall, 
where he (Garter King of Arms having on a Crimſon Vel- 
vet Cuſhion, laced and taſſelled with Gold, brought the 
Mantle, Collar, Hood, and the Book of Statutes) laying 
his right Hand on the New Teſtament, the Oath is admini · 
ered to him in the following Manner: 


O U being choſen to be one of the Honourable Com» 
pany of this Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, ſhall 
promiſe and ſwear by the Holy Evangeliſts, by you here 
touched, that wittingly or willingly you ſhall not break any

| As ſoon as the Knight ele& hath taken the Oath, he is 
conducted to his appointed Stall, where he is inveſted in 
Manner following: 

The Mantle, which is lined as the Surcoat, isof Sky- 
coloured Velvet, adorned on the left Shoulder with St. 
George's Croſs, - encircled with the Garter wreathed on the 
Edges with Blue and Gold; and the ſaid Mantle being put 
on him by the two Knights that led bim into the Choir, 
is faſtened about his Neck with a Cordan or Robe-ftring, 
made of the ſame coloured Silk and Venice Gold twiſted, 
the Ends whereof are made into large Knobs or Buttons en- 
riched with a Caul, and fringed, And whilf the Ceremony 
of Inveſtiture with the Mantle (which is tied upon the

© Receive this Robe of Heavenly Colour, the Livery of 
this Moſt Excellent Order, in Augmentation of thy Ho- 
© nour, ennobled with the Shield and Red Croſs of our Lord,

Next, the Hood,. which is made of Crimſon Velvet, and 
lined with white Taffata, was formerly worn upon the Head 
but now the Cap taking place, it is laid upon the right 
Shoulder over the Mantle, and faſtened by the Tippet, which 
comes athwart his Breaſt, and tucks under his Girdle; but, 
this having no Ceremony, we proceed to the Collar. 

The Collar, which weighs 40 Ounces Troy, of pure Gold, 
was brought in by Henry 8, and contains twerty-fix Garters 
enamelled, and as many Knots, alluding to the Sovereign of 
the Order, and his twenty-five Companions, and, with the 
Roſes and Mottos, is exactly formed and joined as the twelve 
Epicted in the Cut; Whercuuto St, George on Horſeback in 

f | Armour, 
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; Armour, is appendant, encountering the Dragon with a Tilt 
FR | ing Spear; which Medal, being alſo of Gold, may be enrich. 
ed with Jewels at the Pleaſure of the Foſſeſſor. And this 
- Collar with the George, being Part of the Habit, is put 
over the Mantle and Hood (being faſtened on each Shoulder 
by a Silver Ribbon) with the following Ceremony : 


, © Wear this Collar about thy Neck, adorned with the 
Image of the bleſſed Martyr and Soldier of Chrift, St. 
© George, by whoſe Imitatien provoked, thou mayeſt ſo 
© overpaſs both proſperous and adverſe Encounters, that, 
having ſtoutly vanquiſhed thy Enemies both of Body and 
© Soul, thou mayeſt not only receive the Praiſe of this tran- 
* fient Combat, but alſo, at the laſt, the endleſs and ever- 
« hfting Reward of Victory. 


Then the Cap and Feather being put on the Head of the 
ele&t Knight, his Inveſtiture is compleated ; and after Di. 
vine Service, and ſeveral religious Ceremonies, and Offer. 
ings at the High Altar, they, with Trumpets ſounding, 
march to Dinner, | 

About the latter End of the Reign of King James 1, it 
was decreed, That the leſſer George, which heretofore was 

daily worn before the breaſt, in a Gold Chain, ſhould, for 
the more Conveniency of Riding or Action, be worn appen- 
dant at a Blue Ribbon, ſpread over the left Shoulder, and 
brought under the right Arm, as before-mentioned ; which 
Method has ſo continued to this Day, and even in the Time 
4 of Mourning, And this Medal, which repreſents St. George 
in a riding Poſture, with his Sword drawn, encountering 
the Dragon, is likewiſe of pure Gold, and may be enriched 
as the former ; but is always encompaſſed with the Garter, 
which that is not. 

In the Reign of King Charles 2, it was ordained, That 
the Sovereign and Knights Companions, as alſo the Prelate 
and Chancellor, ſhould at all Times, and in all Places and 
Aſſemblies, when they were not adorned with their Robes, 
wear upon the left Side of their Coats, Cloaks, or Riding 


Caſſoeks, the Croſs of the Order, encompaſſed with the 
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Garter, (as has been obſerved) to ſhew the World, what

The Royal Founder having eſtabliſhed Rules and Statntes 
for its Government, he next reſolved to elect, from among

The Sovereign riſing, made his Reverence at the Rails, 
at the Bottom of the Steps of the Altar, and again in the 
Middle of the Choir, and aſcended into his Stall, and 
making another Reverence therein (all of them towards the 
Altar only) then ſat down. 

All the Attendants in this Proceſſion turned as the So- 


vereign did, made their Reverences in the ſame at

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without any Obeiſances towards the Sovereign's Stall, his 


Majeſty being in the Proceſſion. , , ; 

The Lord Chamberlain, in his Return, being come op- 
poſite to his Stall, made his Obeiſances, and retired under 

is Banner, 
he Knight who carried the Offering retired in like 
Manner. 

During this Time, the Officers of the Wardrobe re- 
moved the upper rich Carpet and Cuſhions whereon the 
Sovereign kneeled, leaving the firſt Carpet laid over the 
Steps to remain, and placed two other Cuſhions near the 
Rails of the Altar for the Knights Companions to kneel 
upon. | 
Io the mean Time, the Uther of the Black Rod returned 
with his accuſtomed Obeiſances, and ſtood before his Form. 

All the Knights Companions thus ſtanding under their 
Banners, Lion King of Arms, and the eldeſt Provincial 
King of Arms joined, came down from the Places where 
they ſtood, and making their Reverences in the Middle of 
the Choir, went towards his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
Wales, and bowing to him, he then removed from under 
his Banner into the Middle of the Choir, made his double 
Reverences, and was conducted by theſe Officers to the firſt 
Step aſcending to the Altar, where the ſame Reverences 
were repeated; and at the Rails of the Altar, to the Al-

lows were abſent, with the like Solemnities; which Cere. 
monies were done to all the Knights preſent reſpectively, 
according to the Seniority of their Stalls. 
The Sovereign and Knights being all thus in their Stalls, 
and the Officers of the Order placed upon their Forms, Di- 
vine Service proceeded; and, being ended, the Prelate was 
conducted down to his Seat by the Serjeant of the Veſtry, 
and the two Prebendaries by the Virger. 

The Poor Knight's ſtanding at this Time on both Sides, 
near the Rails of the Altar, and the Officers of Arms next 
to them. 

Garter then went into the Middle of the Choir, and in 
the former Manner ſummoned down the Knights from their 
Stalls, either by Pairs or fingle, who all retired under their 

Banners, with this only Diſtinction, that he began by 
ſummoning the Knights in the lower Stalls, and pro- 
ceeded on according to the Juniority of the Knights in a 
Succeflion, who all deſcended with the uſual Ceremonies, 
and ſtood under their Banners reſpectively.

HIS Honour was inſtituted by King James 1, A. D. 
1617, and made hereditary by his Letters Patent, in 
the Rolls to be ſeen, thus: James, by the Grace of 
God, &c. We have ordained, erected, conſtituted, and 
© created a certain Degree, State, Dignity, Name, and 
© Title of a Baronet, within this our Kingdom of England, 
© to endure for ever; to whom the King doth ſo create, 
© to him, and to the Heirs Male of his Body, &c." 
The Manner of Creation is therefore by Patent under the 
Great Seal, to a Man, and the Heirs. Male of his Body 
lawfully begotten, for ever; though ſometimes the Honour 
is further intailed, for want of Iſſue Male, according to che 
Pleaſure of the Sovereign, 
None were to be admitted into this Order, unleſs for Qua- 
lity, State of Living, and good Reputation, worthy of it, 
deſcended of a Grandfather, at leaſt, by the Father's Side, 
that bore Arms, and who had a certain clear Revenue of at 
leaſt 7000). per Annum. 

At the firſt inſtitution of them, King James engaged, 
that they ſhould not exceed 200 in Number, and that after 
the ſaid Number ſhould be completed, if any of them be- 
came extinR for want of Heirs Male, there ſhould never be 
any more created in their room, but the Title ſtill dimi- 
niſhed, to the great Honour of thoſe that remain : How- 
ver, a Commitiion was afterwards ordered, 10 fill up the 
vacant Places, with Inſtructions to treat with others that 
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gere of the Qualifications before- mentioned: and defired to 
de admitted into this Order, which is now obſerved without 
Limitation. 3 2 h 

They are to be ſtiled Baronets in all Commiſſions, &. 
ind to have the Addition of Sir, to precede their Chriſtian * 
Names ; and the Title of Lady is to be attributed to their 
Wives, who are to precede the Wives of all Knights whats 
{zever, this being an hereditary Honour. 

In the Reign of King James 1, upon a Controverſy of 
Precedence, after hearing Council three ſeveral Days at large, 
examining Proofs and Informations from the Heralds, by his 
Majeſty in Perſon it was ordained, decreed, adjudged, and - 
efabliſhed, that Baronets ſhould take Place of all Knights 
Bannerets, (thoſe Bannerets only excepted, who are made 
under the King's Banner, or Standard diſptayed in an Army 
Royal in open War, and the King himſelf perſonally pre- 
ſent) and the Knights of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
the Privyy-Counſellors, the Chancellor and Under- Treaſurer 
of the Exchequer, Chancellor of the Duchy, the Chief- 
Juſtice of the King's Bench, the Maſter of the Rolls, the 
Chief-Joftice of the Common-Pleas, the Chief. Baron of 
the Exchequer, and all other Judges and Barons of the De- 
gtee of the Coif of the ſaid Courts, who ſhall (by reaſon of 
their honourable Employments of State and Juſtice) have 
Place and Precedency before Baronets; but that no other 
Perſon under the Degree of Barons of Parliament (except 
the Sons of Viſcounts and Barons, and they of higher De- 
gree) ſhall take Place before the ſaid Baronets. 5 : 

It was ordained by his Majeſty, that Baronets, and the 
Heirs Male of their Bodies, ſhall in all Places, and upon all 
Oecaſions, for ever, hold and enjoy their Place and Prece- 
dency next unto, and immediately after, the younger Sons 
of Viſcounts and Barons; and that their Wives, and their 
Heirs Male, ſhall likewiſe, by Virtue of their Hyſbands 
Dignity, have Place and Precedency next unto the Place 
that is due to the Wives of the younger Sons of Viſcounts 
and Barons, | CO | 

His Majefty alſo declared and granted, that neither he, 
wr his Succeldors,, would erect, ordain, conſtitute, or ap- 

point, 
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"I point, any other Degree, Order, Name, Stile, Title, Dig. 
nity, or State, nor will give any Place or Precedency 10 
any Perſon, under or beneath the Degree, Dignity, or State 
of Lords of Parliament, which ſhall be, or may be account. 
ed to be higher, before, or equal to the Degree, Dignity, or 
Place of a Baronet. 

His Maſeſty by another Decree ordained, that, foraſmuch 
as the Degree of a Baronet is an hereditary Degree in Blood 
therefore did declare, that the eldeſt Sons of the ſame Ba. 
ronets, and their Wives, as well during their Huſbands 

- Lives as after, and the Daughters of the ſame Baronets fol- 
lowing next after the Wife of the eldeſt Son, ſhall have 
Place and Precedency before the eldeſt Son, and the Wiſe 
of the eldeſt Son of any Knight whatſoever, or Order ſo- 
ever; and likewiſe, that the younger Sons of Baronets, and 
their Wives, as well during their Huſbands Lives as after, 
ſhall after the ſame Manner have Place and Precedency next 
after the eldeſt Sons, and the Wives of the eldeſt Sons, and 
before the younger Sons, and their Wives, of any Knights 
whatſoever aforeſaid. 

It was alſo ordained by K. James 1, that the Baronets, 
and the Heirs Male of their Bodies, in the Armies of the 
King's Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeflors, ſhould have Place 
in the Grofs near the King's Standard, for the Defence 
thereof, They are alſo allowed ſome peculiar Solemnities 
at their Funerals, viz. two Aſſiſtants of the Body to ſupport 

| . the Pall, a principal Mourner, and four Aſſiſtants to him; 
being the Mean betwixt a Baron and a Knight, 

And that the eldeſt Sons of Baronets attaining the Age of 
twenty-one Years (upon Knowledge thereof given to the 

Lord Chamberlain, or Vice-Chamberlain of the Hovſhold, 
or, in their Abſence, any other Officer attending on his 
Majefty*s Perſon) ſhall be knighted by his Majeſty, his Heirs 
and Succeſſors, without paying any Fees or Dues for the 
ſame, if they ſhould defire it, | 

So that Baronets haye Precedency before all Knights, 4 
well thoſe of the Bath, as Knights Batchelors ; and alſo be- 
ſore Bannerets (except as before- mentioned) and are to 3 
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place among themſelves, according to the Priority of the 8 
Dates of their Patents. 

Their Inſtitutlon being for the Defence of Ulſter in Ire- 
land, they have the Arms of that Province aſſigned them 
23 an Augmentation to their paternal Coat, for their Diſtinc- - 
ton; borne either on a Canton, or in an Eſcutcheon of Pre- 
tence (which they pleaſe) in ſome convenient Part of the 
Shield, viz. Argent, a finiſter Hand couped at the Wriſt, 
ind erect, Gules. ; 

The firſt 200 that were admitted into this Order of 
Knighthood, were each obliged to maintain the Number 
of thirty Foot-Soldiers in Ireland for three Years, at the 
Rate of 8 d. Sterling Money of England by the Day, and 
to pay the Wages of the firſt Year into the Exchequer at 
one Payment upon paſſing their Patents; and that, with 
the Fees of Honour due to Officers, amounted to near x2001, 
each Man, 

The firſt Creation of this hereditary Title was in 1677, 
the gth of James 1, he in that Year, on the 22d of May, 
making divers by Patent that differed not one from another 
in any Point, more than the Names of them that were
